CATHOLIC VOWS STAND 

Church Law Uphold By SufCMM Oovrt 
In Oocialon By Uugbea. 

W.-isliiiieton. — Doubt cast upon the 
validity of vows 6f poverty in inaiix 
Catholic orders was removeil by the ><u 
preme Court, reversing the decision of 
the Eighth United IStntes Circuit Court 
ot Appeals. 

The lower court, sitting in Minncsnta 
held the vowt void as against puldir 
policy, a,i the ground that they did no' 
permit a person making them ever ti' 
withdraw from tlic oitler. The Supreme 
Court, speaking through .Justice Hugliis 
:(nuounced that the lower court had fall 
en into error by not distinguishing be 
tweeii the religious and civil natures of 
the vows. It was |>o/ited out a persoi 
was permitted under the organization ot 
the orders to withdraw civily, although 
his withdrawal in a religious sense was 
a matter of consi ience.

III the presentation of the case to the 
court it was stated that the dei'isimi nl' 
the court below, if sustained, wouM 
throw in doubt the title to millions of 
dollars worth of property now held l>\ 
icli)!tiius orders, particularly those o'' 
the Catholic Church, wliii h lia-l in. or 
porated into their regulntiuns vows to 
poverty. ,
